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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the references lack a 
teaching of the increasing direction target control value being different from the decreasing direction target control value when the 
operating member is at a same operation state at least in part of a control range. Page 2 lines 5-6 of applicant's remarks states, "Osada is 
only concerned about changing the braking force in the increasing direction." Please note that changing the braking force in the increasing 
direciton would mean that it would be different in the decreasing direciton. Further, the graph in Osada shows pedal travel in both 
direcitons, thus an increasing and decreasing target control. IN regard to OKa, both references show a pedal travel graph with the pedal 
traveling in the decreasing direciton, a decreasing target control value is the pressure for a given travel point of the pedal in the decreasing 
direciton. Please note in addition to the teaching of the references, brake systems are designed with a hysterisis in order for the brakes to 
operate smoothly and to provide comfort to operaters . 
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
